Arizona News. 


From the San Diego W orld of May Otli. 
P r esco tt, M ay 8.—A h eavy snow 
storm prevailed th is m orning. 
Advices from Camp Verde state that 
the boundaries of the Indian Reserva­ 
tion near that place were being very 
closely patrolled by detachments of 
soldiers. 
Homo Indians had stolen 
from Mr. Agüera an ox, which they 
killed and ate. They were promptly 
followed, apprehended by the soldiers, 
and confined in the guardhouse. The 
Apache Indians on this Reservation, 
under the direction of the officers of 
the regular army, are busily engaged 
in the construction of a large irrigat­ 
ing ditch to provide water for the 
fields they are planting. Their num­ 
bers are increasing. They evince a 
cheerful disposition, ami appear to un­ 
derstand the futility of further resist­ 
ance while subjugated by the troops. 
One year ago these were the worst In­ 
dians on the Pacific Coast. 
T u c s o n , May 7—via Maricopa Wells, 
May 9.—J. P. Fuller, just in from So­ 
nora, reports a band of about thirty 
Cachise Indians, divided into small 
parties, on a raid down through So­ 
nora. 
On the 27th of April, on the mesa 
i«nr Turrenata, in the vicinity of Pear­ 
son's mill, a party of six Indians 
killed two men, took six horses, killed 
two fat cattle of Mr. Pearson’s, and 
then started off on the Sauta Cruz 
road. A party of armed men followed 
to or very near the Chiricahua Reser­ 
vation. 
On April 25th another party of In­ 
dians took twenty head of horses from 
San Ignacio. The next m orning still 
another band drove off eight head of 
horses from San Lorenzo. The depre­ 
dations were still going on when Mr. 
Fuller started for Tucson. 
Y u m a , May 8.—There is a report in 
town that very rich placer mines have 
been discovered at a point some fifteen 
miles southeast of Gila City. 
Maricopa, May 9.— Considerable 
anxiety is felt for the safety of the 
W illiams Brothers of Sacaton, who are 
engaged in mining forty miles south 
of here. They weraita have come in 
some tim e ago, atMUt is feared that 
they have been 
jlnnped 
by 
the 
Apaches. 


An immense amount of driftwood 
lias been going down the river.-, and at 
Sacramento a profitable business is 
■being driven in securing it.

Colonel Dorsey reports to the Span­ 
ish town New* having weighed one 
pair of lambs from a ewe of his flock of 
Cotswold sheep, that weighed as high 
as thirty pounds, or fifteen, single. 
They were one day old at the time.

Shall We Celebrate? 


The question “ Shall wocelebrate ?” 
is making its appearance with alarm­ 
ing frequency in the columns of our 
exchanges. We would take pleas­ 
ure in exorcising this annual spook at 
once and forever, if the thing lay 
within our power; but it does not, and 
the query will continue to come up 
during the months of May and June, 
from year to year, so long as star- 
spangled banners fling their #lds to 
the dusty breeze, and until the Gotl- 
dessof Liberty, having no further use 
for the American Eagle, sells the old 
fellow for a fat goose or a late Spring 
turkey. The fact is, W a s h in g to n 's 
Birthday and the Fourth of July do 
not now yield the amount of patriot­ 
ism they did half a century ago. We 
are a liberty-loving people, but we 
don’t venerate the memory of the man 
who refused a crown, nor can we hear 
as distinctly as we might the thrilling 
ton s which vibrated the air of the 
civilized world on the Fourth of July, 
1776. That was an intense moment— 
the moment of a nation’s birth—when 
the gray-haired man, leaning from 
the belfrey of the old church, saw the 
little messenger-boy tiptoeing from 
the ground far beneath, and heard in 
his childish voice the message,“Ri ng.” 
It was enough. The youthful Future 
spoke to the aged Past, and Liberty 
and Equality trampled upon the pros' 
trate form of Tyranny and Oppression 
W ith upturned face the child shouted, 
“ Ring.” The old man caught the 
sound, and baring his arm, swung the 
the iron tongue back and forth, telling 
the world in thunder tones thut the 
Declaration of Independence had re­ 
ceived the signatures of the Continen­ 
tal Congress. It was a glorious mo­ 
ment. The tones of that old bel) still 
thrill in the hearts of liberty-lovers 
everywhere, except in the land of lib­ 
erty. With us it has come to be an 
old story—an oft-told tale—and the 
question, “ Shall we celebrate the an­ 
niversary of our national independ­ 
ence?” is as often answered in the 
n igative as any other way. This in­ 
difference means something. Can it 
be that we no longer appreciate the 
blessing, the coming of which was 
heralded by the iron tongue of that old 
church bell ?

The paragraph was cop­ 
ied by the San Francisco papers, and 
Anally attracted the attention of paper 
mill men, who at once saw the oppor­ 
tunity, and resolved to avail them­ 
selves of the advantages it offered. 
Mr. A. M. S o u t h w o r t h , Master of 
Enterprise Grange in Le Dow District, 
has received the following letter, 
which explains the purpose of the 
writers:

— G e n t l e m e n : The papers of the 
past week, so we have been informed, 
say that you are desirous of having a 
paper mill located in your locality. 
We are now running a paper mill in 
Illinois, and one of our objects in Cali­ 
fornia is to secure a site on which to 
erect a paper mill. 
We should be glad to communicate 
and hear from you—what Los A ngeles 
can offer as an inducement to locate 
in your place. We are, respectfully, 
B r o w n e l l & M il l e r , 
429 Minna street, San Francisco.

T h e San Francisco Chronicle has 
just defeated a libel suit brought 
against it in Colusa county. The jury 
were out twenty-four hours and finally 
agreed upon a verdict for the defend­ 
ant. The suit cost the Chronicle pub­ 
lishers $1,500. 


No PORTION of the State is better, if 
as well adapted to the successful cul­ 
ture of the sugar beet as Los Angeles 
Valley. The gentlemen owning the 
beet sugar manufactories at Sacra­ 
mento and in the Santa Clara Valley 
seems not to have been aware of this 
fact until it was pointed out to them 
by the H e r a l d some weeks ago. 
Since then they have investigated for 
themselves, and find our statements 
fully borne out. Letters have been re­ 
ceived here which indicate that we 
shall have a beet sugar factory in op­ 
eration in this valley at an early day. 


The Visalia Delta h a v in g asserted 
that Local Option was beaten in that 
town by Mexican votes, a cdunt of 
hands proved that not a sufficient 
number of Mexican votes were cast to 
have defeated the proposition had they 
all been cast against it, which they 
were not. 


S a n F r a n c isc o pays one hundred and 
fifty policemen one hundred and twen­ 
ty-live dollars each per month. Not 
one in twenty of these men earn their 
money. Many of them are mere walk­ 
ing signs for the manufacturers of neat 
fitting gray suits. It is time these 
heavy salaries were cut down, and we 
are glad to seethe Bulletin is urging 
the measure. 


A f t e r much trial and tribulation, 
Visalia is about to connect herself by 
railroad with the outside world. The 
valley road now passes some miles to 
tlie west of tlie town, and the people 
want a branch road. Several promi­ 
nent Visalians have interviewed St a n ­ 
f o r d , and he gives them assurance 
that lie will do all he can, except build­ 
ing the road himself, in the way of as­ 
sisting them. The length of the road 
is six and a half miles, and tlie total 
cost of building it is estimated at $50,­ 
000. The Central Pacific will furnish 
the rolling stock and operate the road 
if desirable. The business men of 
Visalia are inclined to furnish tlie re­ 
quired sum and complete the road 
within the next sixty days. 


F o r the benefit of the uninitiated, 
the San Francisco Board of Supervi­ 
sors have defined the value of hands 
at poker. We have not seen the ordi­ 
nance, and do not know that it would 
make a valuable adeuda to Hoyle, but 
a quiet sort of man, who had watched 
the progress of several little games of 
“ draw,” once told us that in his opin­ 
ion the strength of a hand depended 
greatly upon the nerve of the man 
who sat behind it. He said he had on 
several occasions seen “no pair” send 
“threes” to the deck as easy as if it 
had been a triton among the minnows. 
How San Francisco’s Supervisors got 
over this peculiarity we don’t kuow; 
but as they never met anything yet 
that they did not go over or under, we 
presume they circumvented it in some 
way.

Important Mining Discoveries Near Los An­ 


geles. 


We yesterday received information 
of a late discovery of ore, which, if it 
proves as rich as it promises, will give 
us an Eldorado almost in the suburbs 
of our city. Mr. J. A. Bell has been 
prospecting for some three months 
back in the foothills east of San Fer­ 
nando, which extending north and 
south, approacli to our immediate vi­ 
cinity. 
Last Thursday he struck a 
lead in a ledge of rock in the hills about 
seven miles from our city, which gives 
evidence of a rich muss of gold nnd 
silver-bearing ore. 
A specimen broken from the top of 
the rock by him assayed 75 cents in 
silver and $5 1G in gold to the ton, ac­ 
cording to the ceriitioato shown us. 
This specimen is doubtless far short of 
the average rock lying beneath. In 
faot, other assays were shown us prov­ 
ing the presence of silver and gold in 
paying quantities; but the assays were 
from specimens belonging to other 
parties, and we are not at liberty to 
make fuller statements concerning 
them. We understand that several of 
our prominent citizens have taken the 
m atter in hand, and will immediately 
proceed to develop the new mines. 


The Crops 


A farntei' from Roseville Called at. 
our office the other day and furnished 
us an interesting report 
from his 
section. Ho says that the early planted 
corn is about a foot high, and looks 
well. There is a prospect for a fine 
crop of potatoes, and they are in many 
cases already far enough advanced to 
he fit for use. Our late rains did no 
material injury to the hay crop, ex­ 
cept, perhaps, in some cases where 
the hay had been put up in bales and 
was exposed to the inclement weather. 
The standing crops generally received 
no material drainage by the rain-fall, 
though a small 
patch of 
our in­ 
formant’s wheat.which was very rank 
and heavy, standing nearly six feet 
high with heads eight or nine inches 
iu length, was badly lodged and will 
require mowing. A very little barley 
is also down. 
hereabouts at present. If I could sell, 
though at a disadvantage, I am cer­ 
tain I should visit your country, auu 
very likely make it my future home. 
I know of numbers who would do the 
same. We have property. We want 
to convert it and take the proceeds 
along. It can’t be done just now, but 
in the not distant future you will have 
a very large accession of population 
from the Eastern States. 
We are having a very cold, back­ 
ward Spring, and the prospect for the 
farmer begins to 
look unpleasant.

Old Snuff-Boxes. 
Henry F. Waters, of Salem, exhib­ 
ited at the recent meeting of the New 
England Historic Genealogical Soci­ 
ety, in Boston, a collection of snuff 
atid tobacco boxes—interesting, some 
ot' them, on account of their antique 
fashion, others for their historical as­ 
sociations, and two of them, at least, 
for their beauty as real works of art. 
The most antique in appearance were 
two large, quaint brass tobacco-boxes, 
of a fashion in vogue in the middle or 
early part of the last century, covered 
witli engravings, having rude pictures 
of Dutch scenes and inscriptions in 
Low Dutch. The fashion of them was 
perhaps introduced into England at 
the time of the accession of William 
of Orange—another of boxwood, carved 
with the figure of the great Napoleon, 
and in fortuitous companionship with 
the latter a box having on its lid a 
medallion, in repuitse, of the head of 
Napoleon’s great frieud and royal foe, 
the Czar Alexander of Kussia, who 
played so important a part in the late 
of that “man of destiny.” Another 
box, also Kussiau, was an interesting 
and beautiful specimen of mello work, 
on the lid of which was a picture as 
delicate as a nice line engraving, sym­ 
bolizing the Greek Church, perhaps 
representing Faith, while on the bot­ 
tom or reverse, was the well-known 
symbol of Hope, with her anchor. 
Charity must have been shown in 
opening the box arid offering a pinch 
in token of kindly good fellowship. 
But the most interesting of all was a 
beautiful box-liorn, encircled with 
plain gold hoops, having on the cover 
un exquisite minature painting on 
ivory of Louis XVI. when a dauphin, 
his sister, that well-known and lovely 
character, Mine. Elizabeth, and their 
mother, the widow of the eldest son of 
Louis XV. This box was obtained by 
Mr. Waters’ maternal grandfather, 
the late Captain Penn Townsend, of 
¡Salem, at the time of the uprising of 
the blacks in Hayti against their 
French masters. The story connected 
with it was that of a royal gift to 
a noble French family, who afterward 
emigrated to Hayti, in order to avoid 
the gullotine, only to meet a worse 
fate at the hands of the incensed 
blacks. The box is now in the posses­ 
sion of Jos. (¿uintou Waters, of Salem, 
Moss. 
Old Man Bender at Home. 
Great excitement prevails in To­ 
peka, Kansas, over the arrival of the 
notorious old man Bender and Mrs. 
Bender, captured recently in the 
Wasatch Mountains, Utah. They ar­ 
rived at noon in charge of Andrew 
Burl, chief of the police force of Salt 
Lake City, and were immediately 
taken to the Shawnee County Jail. 
The jail was soon surrounded by an 
immense crowd of people, and the old 
butcher was twice brought out of 
prison in order to satisfy the hundreds 
of people who wanted to see him. He 
was identified by several parties who 
knew him when he was resident in 
Kansas, and there is little doubt that 
he is the genuine article. He appeared 
to be 58 years of age, about five feet 
nine inches high, and weighing about 
16U pounds; hair and beard quite sandy, 
mixed with gray; eyes light blue. He 
has very rough, coarse features, large, 
long limbs, long red nose, giving un­ 
mistakable evidence of constant dissi­ 
pation; forehead high, with deep 
wrinkles, and hair hanging in kinks 
find mats. He is of German descent, 
talks very broken, has a very wild 
stare, and is very reticent, refusing 
to give any information concerning 
his former life or whereabouts. He 
was taken to Topeka on a requisition 
from the Governor, and his examina­ 
tion will be doubtless held there. Great 
curiosity is manifested concerning the 
monster, but there are no indications 
of violence. 


D o n ’t G iv e C h il d r e n T o b a c c o.— 
Some days ago,says the Marysville Ap­ 
peal, a small boy, son of Dr. Arnold 
of this city, came near dying from 
swallowing a lot of tobacco given him 
by a thoughtless chewer. The boy 
was so seriously poisoned that he went 
into convulsions, and was very ill for 
several days after. The individual 
guilty of this act of indiscretion ought 
to profit by his experience in tobacco 
poisoning.
